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PROFILE 


Perry County, Illinois had a 1990 population of 21, 412 and an 
area of 439 square miles. There are six municipalities (Du Quoin, 
Pinckneyville, Tamaroa, Willisville, Cutler, and St. Johns) ranging 
in population from 6,600 to 280. Perry County is one of the leading 
coal mining counties in the state, with leading employers being Arch 
Of Illinois and Consolidation Coal Company (mining), GS Metals 
(metal products), UNI (formerly Music Corporation of America, 
tapes & compact discs), Cablec Corporation (steel cable), Bridal 
Originals (garments) and Porter Foods (wholesale groceries). 

Acid rain legislation, increasing reclamation costs, and 
competition from Western coal have put many mines into decline or 
closure. A gradual shift from strip mining to underground is seen 
throughout the area. To counteract the decline in the coal industry, 
County leaders have created enterprise zones and tax increment 
financing districts to attract new industry and business. The fruit 
of these efforts to date is the General Henry Biscuit Company 
(bakery), located in St. John's area. Hopefully this will be the first 
step to a more diversified economy in Perry County. 

Agriculture remains an integral part of the Perry County economy, 
with a total of 145,000 tillable acres and several hundred people 
involved full and part time. An increasing amount of acreage is 
planted each year using no-till or reduced tillage technology to save 
soil and conserve moisture. Corn, soybeans, and wheat are the main 
crops. Hogs & cattle are also raised. The approximate value of all 
crops and livestock sold annually in Perry County is 35,000,000. 


EDUCATION 


Perry County is witnessing a gradual merger of smaller area 
schools with larger districts. Community Consolidated 212 merged 
with Pinckneyville District 50 in 1986, and Tamaroa High School 
102 united with Pinckneyville High School in 1988. Recently 
Consolidated School 211 dissolved, sending their students to 
Consolidated 204 in 1993. 

Current districts located in the county are Du Quoin Unit 300, 
Pinckneyville Districts 50 and 101, Community Consolidated 204, 
and Tamaroa District 5. In addition there are 2 parochial and 3 
Christian schools. 

The county is located in Belleville Community College, Rend 
Lake Community College, and John A. Logan Jr. College Districts. 
Southern Illinois University at Carbondale is located some 35 miles 
away. 
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CHURCHES 


Perry County has some 50 churches throughout the area to meet 
the spiritual needs of the people. The following denominations have 
one or more churches in Perry County: United Church of Christ, 
Southern Baptist, Independent Baptist, United Methodist, Christian, 
Spirit of Life Christian, Lutheran, Seventh-Day Adventist, Catholic, 
Church of God, Assembly of God, Nazarene, Christian Fellowship, 
Church of Christ, United Pentecostal, Independent Pentecostal, 
Liberty, Apostolic, A.M.E. Zion, Cornerstone of Faith, and Gospel 
Assembly.

Knights of Columbus, and Jr. Women's Club. 


RECREATION AND LEISURE 


Perry County has wide and varied recreational opportunities. 
Perry County Country Club now boasts an 18 hole golf course. 
Pinckneyville and Du Quoin both have swimming pools, and summer 
baseball and softball programs for all ages are excellent. Du Quoin 
has a roller rink, Youth Club, and a 10-lane bowling alley. Both 
towns have swim teams. 

High school sports are outstanding. Pinckneyvillehas hada long 
tradition of winning basketball, dating back to the State 
Championship team of 1948, coached by the legendary Duster 
Thomas. In more recent years the Panthers have compiled and 
impressive 398-142 won-loss record under Coach Dick Corn, capped 
by a second place finish in the Boys Class A State Basketball 
Championships in 1988. The Panthers are the perennial champions 
of the Southwestern Egyptian Conference. 

Under the coaching of Pinckneyville native Greg Hale, 
Pinckneyville's girls softball team has placed second in IIlinois State 
Tournament action in 1990, 1992, and 1993. Hale's teams, marked 
by strong pitching, have dominated other girls' teams throughout 
Southern Illinois during his tenure as coach. 
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Pinckneyville also has an outstanding wrestling program, led by 
Coach Keith Deaton. Deaton's grapplers advanced to the Elite Eight 
in 1992 and boast two State Champions, Peter Smith and Tim 
Deaton. 

Du Quoin boasts an outstanding football program under the 
tenure of Hall of Famer Coach Bob Karnes. In 1986 the Indians were 
runner ups in the Boys Class 3A football championships and are a 
perennial football powerhouse in Southern Illinois. Present Coach 
Al Martin threatens to eclipse Karnes’ record as he led the Indians 
to the 3A State Championship in his freshman year, 1988, and also 
in 1992. The Indians finished fourth in State in 1991. 

Deer hunting has become very popular in Perry County. Hunters 
have harvested over 500 deer in each of the last five years from Perry 
County forestland. Quail, rabbit, and ducks provide other hunting 
opportunities. 

Bass, bluegill, crappie, and catfish abound in the many lakes and 
ponds of Perry County. In addition, four major recreational areas, 
Rend, Kinkaid, Crab Orchard, and Carlyle Lakes are only a short 
drive away. Pyramid State Park is located 5 miles south of 
Pinckneyville. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Perry County has 782 miles of highway, including 100 miles of 
state and 121 miles of county. The county is served by U.S. Route 51, 
Illinois Routes 18, 14, 127, 152 and 154. Interstates 64 and 57 are 
within 30 minutes of Perry County. The county has one airport 
without passenger services. However, passenger service is available 
at both Carbondale and Marion.

COUNTY BOARD 


The Perry County Board of Commissioners meet approximately 
every two weeks, or 6 times quarterly. Their meetings are open to 
the public, and anyone may appear before the Board with a problem 
or arequest. Each year the commissioners select a Chairman from 
their ranks, and the County Clerk is the official keeper of the 
minutes for the Board. 

The three commissioners, along with the Supervisor of 
Assessments, act as the Board of Review to hear assessment 
complaints and problems. 

In their meetings the commissioners deal with the highway 
department, mining companies, individual offices and departments, 
state agencies, and private citizens. They review and approve 
individual office and department budgets annually. They are the 
legislative branch of county government. 

Their meetings are usually on Friday at 9:00 a.m. 
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COUNTY BOARD UPDATE 


On December 21, 1992 Perry County entered a new era in county 
government with the purchase of the Consolidation Coal Company 
building south of Pinckneyville, effectively dividing county 
government into two locations. In April, 1993, the Treasurer, 
County Clerk, Supervisor of Assessments, Superintendent of Schools, 
General Assistance, Solid Waste Management, Coroner, and 
Emergency Services Director moved into thenewly remodeled former 
Consol building, officially known as the Perry County Government 
Building. This acquisition streamlines governmental services and 
provides much needed space for storage and expansion. At a cost of 
$200,580 County Board members saw the bi-level Consol building 
and 5 acres of land as a bargain. 

With this transition, Perry County government officially 
abandoned the Old Jail constructed around 1863, and clustered all 
court-centered business in the Courthouse. The Probation offices 
moved to the Courthouse from the New Jail, freeing valuable space 
there for the sheriff's department. A downstairs courtroom and 
Judge's chamber were constructed, and the Circuit Clerk's office 
moved to the 1st floor of the Courthouse. This move facilitated the 
expansion of the States Attorney's office and provided for attorney- 
client consultation rooms upstairs, as well as holding rooms for 
defendants in route to court. See Directory in front of this book for 
exact location of each office. 


In August, 1992, Perry County Commissioners granted local 
siting approval for construction of the Greater Egypt Regional 
Pollution Control Facility, amega-landfill to be built in the Cudgetown 
area by Laidlaw Waste Systems, the second largest waste disposal 
company in the nation. The Laidlaw multi-county landfill will be a 
positive addition to the general economy of the county, bringing 
thousands of dollars into the county treasury, when it becomes 
operational, in tipping fees and host fees. Also, the landfill will bea 
state-of-the-art operation offering both re-cycling and composting 
facilities, with the potential of attracting spin-off industry such as 
plastic refabrication and greenhouse/nursery operations. 
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COUNTY CLERK & RECORDER 


In counties of under 60,000 the 
County Clerk is also Recorder of 
deeds, mortgages, affidavits, power 
ofattorney, financing statements and 
other legal documents. These are 
received daily, recorded, and 
microfilmed for safekeeping. 

The County Clerk is secretary to 
the Board of Commissioners, collects 
tax redemption money after 
properties sell at the tax sale, issues } 
marriage licenses, notifies notary 
publics of their commissions, records 
assumed business name filing, 5 
processes county bills, takes annual Don Hirscu (R) 
levies from taxing bodies and extends taxes, prepares annual budget 
for his office and general county, and issues certified copies of birth, 
death, and marriage records, of which he is custodian. 

As Election authority, the County Clerk is responsible for all 
phases of election administration, including training of judges, 
ordering supplies, voter registration, polling places, equipment, and 
vote counting on election night.

Redeem Delinquent Taxes 
Each year delinquent taxes are "sold" to professional tax buyers 
and local individuals. The property owner has at least two years to 
redeem but not more than three years, paying all fees and interest 
accumulated from date of delinquency. Maximum interest can be as 
high as 108% if not redeemed within 2 1/2 years. Tax buyers can 
begin tax deed proceeding after two years.

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COUNTY TREASURER 


The County Treasurer receives | 
and safely keeps the revenue and [ 
public moneys of the County and | 
pays out the same pursuant to the | 
law. It is the duty of the County | 
Treasurer to have custody of all 
county funds and to invest and 
receive interest for each fund. 

Every County Treasurer must 
keep books of account mechanically, 
electronically or otherwise. Inthem, 
he must keep ajust and true account 
of all moneys and funds received by 
him. The Treasurer makes monthly . — 
budget reports and financial reports 
to the County Board of Commissioners. sacsaieinicicneiaial 

The County Treasurer is responsible for the County payroll and 
all payroll reports. The Treasurer is also the Illinois Municipal 
Retirement Fund authorized agent. 

The Treasurers of all counties are Ex-Officio Collectors for their 
respective counties. This includes collecting Mobile Home Privilege 
Taxes and real estate property taxes and distribution of the tax 
money to the many taxing districts in the County. 

Perry County now has an in-house computer system which 
enables the Collector to print the real estate tax bills, record 
payments and print all Collector's books.

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SHERIFF 


The Sheriff's Office has had a 
long tradition in the history of law 
enforcement, celebrating its 1,000th 
anniversary in 1992. Presently the 
Sheriff has the dual role as a law 
enforcement officer and as an officer 
of the court. These roles create 
many responsibilities for the office. 
Some of these duties are to service 
civil papers, execute criminal 
warrants, provide bailiffs for the 
court, oversee the courthouse, 
provide communications for police, 
fireandemergency units, policeand [| i Spee 
patrol the county, and oversee the Samuet D. Hier (R) 
jail and the inmates assigned to it. 

The Sheriff's Office has initiated several new projects since 1991. 
Acontractual agreement was signed with the United States Marshal's 
Office to house and transport federal inmates; the correctional 
officers who do the transportation are required to meet more stringent 
standards and maintain specialized skills. The contract has been 
beneficial to the local community and county in several ways. 

It provides money from outside the county. Additional officers 
are required and with the unemployment this is a welcome move. 
The meals (40,000) purchased from the Pinckneyville Community 
Hospital provide that facility with needed income, and the local 
medical community provides medical and pharmaceutical service. 
The city and private utilities receive more income because of added 
use, and the inmate commissary provides income to the local stores. 

Another major project is the enhancement of the 9-1-1 System. 
This project began in 1991 and successfully passed in the November 
referendum of that year. It is designed to greatly improve the 
response of all emergency services to all the citizens in Perry County. 
The plans of the governing board also include providing other related 
services through the system. The preparation of the detailed 
information and needed data of county residents is a time consuming 
process, but it is the goal of the board to be operational around 
December, 1994. The upgrading of the telephone and radio systems 
are also part of the preparation for the E 9-1-1 project. A related 
project is the computerization of the Sheriff's office. This project has 
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finally been realized and the system hardware and software are in 
place. Sheriff's personnel are now being trained to use the equipment. 
This project dovetails with the E 9-1-1 system but also will enable the 
sheriff's office to improve aspects of its operation. 

When you are arrested you should be advised by the arresting 
officer what you are being arrested for (traffic and/or criminal 
charge). The arresting officer should also advise you how you may 
gain your release from custody, which would normally be by posting 
the required cash bond. In cases where a bond is pre-set (traffic and 
misdemeanor charges) you may post cash bond amounting to 10% of 
the pre-set amount. In cases where there is no pre-set bond (felony 
charges) a Judge must set the bond amount before you may be 
released. 

In all cases you will be detained by the arresting officer until bond 
has been posted or the officer issues a Notice to Appear, which 
requires you to appear in court to answer to the charges issued by the 
officer. If bond is not posted and a Notice to Appear is not issued, you 
would be transported to the County Jail where you would be 
incarcerated until you were able to post the required bond or were 
released by order of a Judge. 

Many criminal charges require that a person be fingerprinted 
prior to being released from custody. In such cases you would be 
transported to either a local Police Department or the County Jail for 
finger printing prior to being released from custody. 

In most cases a person would be arrested on a warrant, a signed 
complaint, or on view of a police officer. In all cases the same 
procedure would apply for a person to gain his/her release from 
custody.

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CIRCUIT CLERK 


The Circuit Clerk is commonly 
referred to as the keeper of the Court 
records. The Circuit Clerk's office is 
divided into two divisions: civil and 
criminal. The civil division consists 
of L and LM law suits, small claims, 
family, divorce, probate, adoptions, 
miscellaneous remedies, tax and 
chancery files. Thecriminal division 
consists of felonies, misdemeanor, 
traffic and juvenile files. At the end 
of 1992, there were over 1,346 open 
and active court files in the criminal 
and civil division. 

Some of the daily office duties Rosert E. Herisner (D) 
include issuing of summons, subpoenas and publication notices, and 
receiving and filing of court pleadings. Aside from the daily office 
duties, the Circuit Clerk must also tend the courtroom and among 
other things, be available to swear in witnesses, take charge of 
exhibits, and figure fine and costs when requested. 

The Circuit Clerk is also responsible for summonsing petit and 
grand jurors to Court. In Perry County there are 3 and sometimes 
4 petit jury sessions per year. On an average, 100 prospective jurors 
are summoned for each session. In 1990, the State of Illinois began 
using merged jury list which consists of the registered voters and 
licensed drivers of the County. 

Two of the most recognizable improvements in the operation of 
the office have been the installation of computers throughout the 
office and the implementation of acomprehensive microfilm program. 

In 1992, the Circuit Clerk's office collected $538,663.00 in fines, 
fees and court costs. In addition to that, an additional $1,383,846.00 
was collected in child support and maintenance. 

Rasy accessibility to the probate records allows for the ever 
popular genealogy or family research. 

The Perry County Circuit Clerk's office is one of five counties 
which make up the Twentieth Judicial Circuit.

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CIRCUIT COURT OF ILLINOIS 
TWENTIETH CIRCUIT 


Although the Perry County 
Circuit Court is a branch of State 
Government, the County is 
responsible for providing the Court 
with suitable space in the County 
Courthouse, together with 
supporting personnel, and is 
responsible for meeting the 
budgetary needs of the Court, except 
for the salary of the Resident Circuit 
Judge and his Official Court 
Reporter, who are paid by the State. 

In the County Courthouse in 
Pinckneyville, two court rooms are 
provided, one upstairs which will 
accommodatejury trials and one downstairs which will accommodate 
persons with disabilities and who cannot walk upstairs. 

The Court is in session all year with special settings for traffic 
court and small claims, also during the yearjury trials are scheduled 
for two week periods at which civil and criminal cases are presented 
toa jury. There may be three or four such jury sessions each year 
depending on the number of cases pending and ready for trial. The 
Court, or the jury if one has been requested, will hear various types 
of cases including adoptions, administration of estates of decedents 
(probate), and incompetent persons, personal injury cases and civil 
damage suits. The largest case loads are in the areas of criminal law 
and domestic relations. 

For each jury session 80 to 100 persons who reside in the county 
are summoned by the Court to appear for jury duty. From the 
number of jurors summoned, the petit jury (12 persons) are picked 
to serve on the jury which will hear the pending case. 

Theresident Circuit Judge, Robert N. Gandy, presides in the trial 
of all cases; he directs the maintenance of order and decorum in the 
courtroom; determines and applies the law in each case, and in cases 
without a jury the Judge determines the facts of the case as well as 
the law. In cases tried before the jury, the jury determines the facts 
of the case. 


Ropert GANDY 
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The resident Circuit Judge is 
assisted in all trials by the Official 
Court Reporter, Mrs. Carol Folden, 
who has the responsibility of 
preserving the testimony of the 
witnesses from which, upon request, 
she prepares transcripts for use by 
attorneys wanting to appeal to the 
Appellate Court. 

The Court is further assisted by 
two bailiffs, Mrs. Mildred Guenther 
and Mr. Don Beggs, whose duties 
include maintaining order in the 
courtroom, providing security for the 
jury while deliberating, and Caro FoupEen 
otherwise assisting in the orderly procedure of business before this 
court. 
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STATE'S ATTORNEY 


The Perry County State's 
Attorney provides legal 
representation for Perry County. 
The State's Attorney is responsible 
for commencing and prosecuting on 
behalf of the State of Illinois all | 
criminal actions in Perry County. | 
The State's Attorney must also | 
represent and advise County officers | 
in legal matters. In addition the | 
office is responsible for representing 
the County in civil matters ranging | 
from civil rights cases to labor | 
relations. 

The State's Attorney is elected Davin N. STANTON (R) 
by the citizens of Perry County to serve afour year term. The State's 
Attorney must be a United States citizen and a licensed attorney-at- 
law of the State. The States Attorney appoints an Assistant, who 
must also be a licensed attorney-at-law. The office also employs two 
legal secretaries who are responsible for preparing the various legal 
documents for the office.

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CORONER 


The Coroner's Office originated 
in England approximately 800 to 
900 years ago. It is a public office, | 
and operates to serve the people of me 
Perry County. 

TheCoroner's office is responsible 
for determining manner and cause 
of death in all cases of homicide, 
suicide, accident, orin all cases where 
there was no recent attending 
physician, or where circumstances 
surrounding the death are obscure 
or mysterious. 

The responsibilities of the oo . 
Coroner are to see that the proper JEFF Biair (D) 
scientific studies are performed. This includes an autopsy, toxicology 
tests, microscopic slide examinations, bacteriology, x-rays, and 
whatever other studies are deemed to be appropriate and necessary 
in each specific case. The findings are then prepared in official 
fashion and made available to appropriate people, including family, 
attorneys, hospitals, physicians, courts, law enforcement agencies, 
and others. 

Coroners must issue a death certificate in all cases where they 
assume jurisdiction. After a death certificate is issued, burial or 
other disposition may take place. If the Coroner is not satisfied 
following the initial investigation, or if the autopsy does not show a 
reason for a death, or if an inquest is scheduled, then the Coroner 
may issue a temporary death certificate in which the cause of death 
is listed as "Pending." Burial may then take place. The Coroner 
must document and certify death in order to ensure that the civil and 
criminal justice systems are properly served and the needs of the 
community are fully met. The health and welfare of the community 
are matters of prime concern and importance. 


DEATHS TO BE INVESTIGATED 
1) Sudden or violent death, including but not limited to deaths 
apparently caused by thermal, traumatic, chemical, electrical, 
or radiational injury, or complication of any of them, by 
drowning or suffocation, anesthetic deaths, or therapeutic 
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2) Maternal or fetal death due to criminal abortion, or any death 
due to a sex crime or crime against nature. 

3) Death where the circumstances are suspicious, obscure or 
mysterious, or where, in the opinion of the attending physician, 
the cause of death is not determined. 

4) Death where addiction to alcohol or to any drug may have been 

a contributory cause. 

Death without medical attendance within 72 hours by a licensed 

physician. 

Death without medical attendance involving a member of a 

church which relies upon prayer or spiritual means alone for 

healing. 

When in doubt, call the Coroner and let him make the 

determination as to whether or not it should be investigated.

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SUPERVISOR OF ASSESSMENTS 
OFFICE 


The Supervisor of Assessments 
is the government official responsible 
for establishing the value of property 
for tax purposes. She is responsible 
for discovering, listing and valuing 
all taxable property, taking care to 
ensure that the value is proper so 
that the owner pays only his fair 
share of the property tax. 

The Supervisor of Assessments 
is responsible for the viewing of all 
property via on-site inspection. 
Pertinent data regarding the 
buildings, improvements and the Rozin Epwarps 
land as well is recorded. The property is then assessed at 1/3 of 
market value, known as assessed value. 

After notifying the property owner, the assessments are then 
published in the county newspaper. Property owners have 30 days 
to request an informal review by the County Board of Review. If they 
are not satisfied by the Board of Review, they may appeal their 
decision to the Property Tax Appeal Board within 30 days. 

The Supervisor of Assessments is also responsible for various 
exemptions including Owner Occupied Exemptions, Homestead 
Exemptions, Disabled Veteran Exemption, and Non-Homestead 
Exemptions. Mobile Homes also have to be located and registered 
with the Assessor. 

The Supervisor of Assessments also serves as the Clerk to the 
Board of Review. This duty includes notifying taxpayers of their 
hearing dates, taking minutes at all meetings, sending Board of 
Review notices, publishing assessment changes in the newspaper, 
and representing the Board of Review at Property Tax Appeal Board 
Hearings.

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REGIONAL SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


The Perry-Jackson County 
Regional Superintendent of schools 
has specific, mandated 
responsibilities which are 
designated in state statues. The 
forerunner of this office was 
established in 1829 when the 
General Assembly approved a School 
Act which provided for the 
appointment of a County 
Commissioner for Schools. The 
position was replaced by an elected 
County Superintendent of Schools 
in the mid-nineteenth century. Donat L. Brewer (D) 
Today, the Regional Superintendent is elected by the people of the 
Educational Service Region. 

The primary responsibility of the Regional Superintendent of 
Schools is to exercise supervision and control over all the school 
districts in Perry-Jackson County, provide educational leadership 
and services to the lay and educational community, and to insure 
that schools are organized, conducted and operated in accordance 
with state statues. This is a formidable responsibility as the region 
contains 13 school districts which serve the various needs of 
approximately 12,000 school children. 

The Regional Superintendent also functions as the taxpayers’ 
guarantee that they are getting the maximum return on their 
educational dollars. The ESR reviews each school district's financial 
reports before authorizing the disbursement of state and federal 
funds. 

In this and other ways, the Perry-Jackson County Superintendent 
insures that your taxes provide the highest quality education possible 
for Perry-Jackson Counties’ students.

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PERRY COUNTY HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT 


The Department is responsible 
for the maintenance of 110 miles of 
County highways and it assists 8 
road districts in maintaining another 
450 miles of road district highways. 

All bridges in the county at least 
20 feet in length are inspected once 
every 2 years to meet federal 
guidelines and to assure the public 
safe travel. Federal, state, county 
and road district funds are used to 
replace existing deficient structures. 

Planning for the construction of 
new roadways is initiated in the 4 ; 
Department. Construction of new Roy A. Surru, Sr. 
roads and bridges is under the supervision of the Highway 
Department. 

On all new projects, federal, state, and local approvals must be 
obtained before construction is begun. Surveys must be done. 
Design of the projects is then completed. Additional right-of-way is 
obtained following federal mandates. Funding for the projects is 
allocated to the various agencies. Letting and award of projects is 
accomplished. Construction is completed per contract specifications. 
Future maintenance of completed projects is the responsibility of the 
local highway authority. 

Various utilities may be placed within the existing road rights-of- 
way. Permit approvals must be obtained from the Highway 
Department before placement of the utilities. Inspection of the work 
is done by the Department to assure that all work is completed per 
permit specifications. 

Permits are required to install all commercial and private 
entrances along existing highways. The Highway Department 
determines the sizes of any required culverts and specifies the 
required type and length. New entrances are to be paid for by the 
landowners. Future maintenance or replacement of deteriorated 
entrance culverts is the responsibility of the highway authority. 
Maintenance responsibility on roads includes the placement of 
aggregate, emulsified bituminous mixture, oil and chip, and hot mix 
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bituminous or portland cement concrete pavements. Mowing, grading 
and shaping, seeding, and snow removal operations are conducted 
by the Department. 

Funding for maintenance of county roads comes from the use of 
Motor Fuel Tax (MFT) Funds, County Highway Funds, Gravel Tax 
Funds, and County Joint Bridge Funds. 

Funding for construction of county roads comes from the use of 
Federal Intermodal Surface Transportation Funds, Federal Bridge 
Replacement and Rehabilitation Funds, Federal Highway Safety 
Funds and the Federal-Aid Matching Tax Funds. 

Bridge repair or replacement on county line roads is funded by 
adjacent counties or road districts. Each county's share of the cost 
is determined by comparing the county's equalized assessed valuation 
to the adjoining county and prorating the cost thereby. 

Protection and/or signalization of the highway/rail crossings in 
the county is determined through hearings and orders issued by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. TheICC holds hearings to establish 
the need for crossing protection and determines the cost assessment 
for the railroad, county or road district, and the state to pay for the 
required protection. Local residentsmay petition the ICC to consider 
protection for any highway/rail crossing in their county. 

Maps showing the maintenance responsibility of all roads lying 
within Perry County are kept in the Highway Department. Lengths 
of roads, surface widths, and right-of-way widths are indicated on 
computer-generated records maintained at the department. The 
public is welcome to obtain information relative to the maps and 
records filed at the department. 

The Perry County Highway Departmentis located approximately 
one mile south of Pinckneyville on Rte. 13/127.

GENERAL ASSISTANCE OFFICE 


Perry County General Assistance 
has been operating under the 
Department of Public Aid guidelines 
since July 1985. Beginning with the 
new fiscal year December 1, 1993 
Perry County will again embark on 
the goal of operating its assistance 
program on county funds. Perry : 
County levies a tax equal to .10% of |, 
the last known total equalized value 
of all taxable property in the county. 
This was done to qualify the county 
for state funds, which are used to 
supplement the local General 
Assistance funds. Beginning in THOMAS RHEINECKER 
December 1993 the county will once again be able to operate the 
General Assistance office on this .10% tax levy. 

General Assistance is designed to assist persons and/or families 
in meeting basic living expenses who are in need according to a 
written standard adopted by the local government unit. 

Basic living expenses include such items as food, shelter, utilities, 
medical, etc. considered essential to the health and well being of the 
individual and/or family. 

At present Perry County has a Work Program that enables the 
GA recipient to work and earn his or her GA benefits. 

With the return to county funding only, a set of State approved 
guidelines will be set forth in coming months. The GA program has 
made dramatic changes in the past four years. It has gone froma 
million dollar per year budget to one of less than one hundred 
thousand per year. This was accomplished through the use of a work 
program and the elimination of benefit fraud. A special 
acknowledgment must be given to the late i 
Kalb who helped the Administrator eliminate the benefit fraud from 
Perry County. With her help the tax paying citizens of Perry County 
and the State of Illinois have been rewarded with a savings of over 
two million dollars in the past four years.

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PERRY COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Perry County Heath Department 
was formed in 1977 by resolution of 
Perry County Board of 
Commissioners. The Department is 
licensed and regulated by the Illinois 
Depart of Public Health according to 
Illinois State Statutes and is a 
certified provider of Medicare and 
Illinois Department of Public Aid 
programs. 

Most Health Department | 
programs are provided to residents | 
of Perry County at little or no cost. 
Public Health Services are oo | 
professional and confidential. Bonita GRIFFIN 

The following is a list of programs and services available at the 
Health Department: W.I.C. (Women, Infants and Children), Perinatal 
and Prenatal care, Lactation Education, Family Planning, School 
Health Programs, International Travel Information (immunization 
requirements), Immunizations, Chronic Diseases, Blood Screenings, 
Lead Screening, HIV Antibody Screening. Vital Registrar duties 
include the filing of all County birth and death records. Copies of 
birth & death for $5.00 first copy. Health information (speakers 
available for your meeting) is available along with Jail Nursing and 
Home Health Care which has become an important part of Health 
Department services. To be eligible for Home Health Care, the 
patient may be recently discharged from a hospital or nursing home, 
chronically ill or disabled, recuperating, terminally ill, or who has 
had achangein their current health status. Intermittent, temporary 
professional care in their home assists to improve their quality of life 
and restore client to the highest level of functioning as possible. 
Clients shall be accepted for homecare by this Agency regardless of 
source of payment. Availablehome care services are Skilled Nursing, 
Physical Therapy, Speech Therapy, Home Health Aide, Medical 
Social Services. 

Other Programs are Dietary Consultation, Environmental Health, 
including Food Sanitation, Water, Solid Waste and Nuisance Control, 
and Private Sewage Disposal.

PROBATION 
DEPARTMENT 


The Pinckneyville Office of the 
Court Services and Probation 
Department services the courts of 
Perry and Washington County. The 
staff consists of two probation officers 
and one clerk-steno. Probation 
officers are appointed and are 
directly responsible to the circuit 
judge. Probation officers are 
required to have a Bachelors Degree 
and must complete additional : _. 
training required by the state. Vickie SUTTLE 

The primary purpose of probation supervision is to serve the 
court, protect society and to provide necessary services to reduce the 
probability of continued criminal behavior. The Department believes 
that strict enforcement of the conditions of probation and provisions 
for assistance and services to the offender is the best insurance 
against further harm to the community. This Department will 
attempt to provide a continuum of sanctions to increase sentencing 
options to the judiciary of the Twentieth Judicial Circuit and enable 
the court to utilized programs which enhance the offender's ability 
to become a contributing member to his or her community. 

This Department takes charge of and watches over all persons 
placed on probation under such regulations and for such terms as 
may be prescribed by the court. Each 
probationer is given full instructions 
as to the terms of his/her release 
upon probation and is required to 
comply with all terms of probation. 
The Department develops and 
| operates programs of reasonable 
public or community service for any 
person ordered by the court to 
perform such service. 

This Department conducts pre- 
sentence investigations, social 
histories, and record checks for the 
court so that the court may select 
the most appropriate disposition for 


M. Bera Cassity an offender. 
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Direct services are provided to juveniles and their families to 
reduce the probability of future delinquency. It is the departmental 
policy, as per the Juvenile Court Act, that a juvenile be maintained 
in his/her own home rather than in placement whenever permitted 
by individual circumstances and public safety. However, when it is 
necessary for a juvenile to be detained for the protection of himself 
or another or the property of others, authorization is made to detain 
the juvenile at the St. Clair County Detention facility. This 
authorization can only be made by a probation officer. A juvenile 
must have committed a criminal offense or violated conditions of 
probation before he/she can be detained. This Department presents 
the court with a variety of intervention measures, including 
alternatives to the institutionalization of a juvenile offender. 

In recent years, the statutes have provided that an individual can 
be required to pay a monthly probation fee. This fee can range from 
$5.00 to $25.00 a month depending on a probationer's financial 
situation. This fee is not intended to substitute for county and state 
funding and can only be used for expenses other than salaries. 

The Court Services and Probation office is located at the Perry 
County Courthouse, Room #9. Employees are Vickie Suttle, Senior 
Probation Officer, M. Beth Cassity, Probation Officer, and Vicki 
Kowzan, Clerk-Steno. 
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PUBLIC DEFENDER 


The Perry County Public 
Defender's Office represents | ~~ 
indigent individuals in criminal 
cases. The Public Defender must be 
court-appointed by the Judge, which 
is only done in criminal cases. In 
order for a person to get the Public 
Defender appointed by the Judge, 
he should request an attorney atthe |" 
time he appears in court, and after | 
filling out an affidavit of assets and 
liabilities, the Judge will either |™ 
appoint the Public Defender or will THOMAS MANSFIELD 
advise the defendant to hire an attorney. Once the Public Defender 
is appointed in a case, the case proceeds just as though the defendant 
were represented by private, retained counsel. The Perry County 
Public Defender is a one-half time position, and Mr. Mansfield is 
engaged in private practice of criminal defense when not performing 
his Public Defender functions. Some of the Public Defender duties 
are being shared by Gene Gross. Tammy Kellerman is the office 
secretary.

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EMERGENCY SERVICES AND DISASTER AGENCY 


The Perry County Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency 
(ESDA) is mandated by State Statute 
and directed by the County Board to 
develop an emergency preparedness 
program for Perry County. 

To achieve this goal, ESDA's 
primary responsibility is to develop 
an emergency preparedness plan. 
This emergency preparedness plan 
is approved by the county board, the 
Illinois Emergency Management 7 
Agency and the Federal Emergency James CAVANAUGH 
Management Agency. Once approved, the county becomes eligible 
for funds if there is a disaster. 

ESDA's other responsibilities are serving as a staff member to 
the county board, acting as liaison with other local, state and federal 
agencies, coordinating the activities of first response agencies in 
preparing for or combating disaster situations, providing mandated 
state and federal disaster training to first response agencies and 
local government, and implementing survival plans according to 
Local, State and Federal Policies. 

ESDA volunteers also serve as storm spotters and report weather 
to the Emergency Operating Center. The Emergency Operating 
Center passes information to local government, local radio and local 
TV stations that warn the general public.

The office is staffed by the supervisor, 
who is responsible for the inspection and enforcement of the laws 
pertaining to these sites. The supervisor must inspect and report all 
violations to the State and regional EPA and Perry County States's 
Attorney's office. These agencies are notified if compliance has been 
obtained or legal action needs to be taken. The supervisor is 
responsible to insure the county is receiving its share of tipping fees 
from all active pollution control facilities within the county. The 
supervisor is responsible for all office duties. 
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ANIMAL CONTROL 


Perry County Animal Control is 
mandated by State statute by the 
Illinois Animal Control Act, an act 
relating to stray animal control, 
rabies prevention, the liability of a 
person owning or harboring a dog 
which attacks or injures a person; 
and the penalties for violation of the 
Animal Control Act. Animal control 
is governed by the laws of the State 
of Illinois and county and city 
ordinances. 

At the present time, the Perry 
County Animal Control consists of 3 
an administrator, an animal control Dr. JAMES BATES 
warden, and an animal control officer. Services are provided on a 
daily basis Monday through Friday for the residents of Perry County 
only. There are no services available on holidays or weekends. 

Illinois law requires all dogs 4 months of age or older to be 
vaccinated for rabies. If a vaccinated dog bites someone, home 
impoundment is allowed for the 10 
day quarantine period. If an 
unvaccinated dog bites someone, it 
must be confined at the animal shelter 
or at an approved facility. 
Unvaccinated dogs bitten by a known 
rabid animal, i.e., a skunk, must be 
either destroyed or quarantined for a 
period of 6 months. 

The law also requires physicians 

to report animal bite cases to animal 
control, but it is also a good idea to 
| report known bites to the animal 
| control warden yourself. He will 
| conduct an investigation and take the 

| appropriate steps so that the bitten 
| person will not needlessly undergo 
i the rabies prevention series of 
injections. 
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Animal control is also involved in stray animal control, picking up 
strays or animals running at large. These animals are held at the 
animal control facility for a minimum of 7 days, during which the 
owner may reclaim his stray if he so desires by paying the boarding 
charges incurred. He must also have the animal vaccinated for 
rabies upon release if the animal does nothaveacurrent vaccination. 
It should be noted that it is against state and county ordinances to 
abandon dogs and cats, and violators can be cited and fined. The 
most common violations are: 

1) Allowing pets to run at large unattended 

2) Failure to provide sufficient quantity of good quality, wholesome 
food and water 

3) Failure to provide adequate shelter and protection from the 
weather 

4) Failure to provide veterinary care when needed to prevent 
suffering 

5) Failure to provide humane care and treatment 

Citations are issued on all ofthe above and may result in fines and 
court costs. 

Pets (dogs & cats), should be brought to the animal control shelter 
on Mondays or Thursdays, if possible, between the hours of 8:00 & 
10:00 a.m. 

In conjunction with the Perry County Humane society, animal 
control offers a limited number of strays for adoption. All animals 
adopted need to be neutered. Contact animal control for the fees to 
adopt animals. 

Animal control is not pest control, and as such, does not rid homes 
of foxes, bats, opossums, snakes, chipmunks, squirrels, raccoons, 
skunks, ground hogs, etc. Animal control also does not enforce noise 
ordinances. County residents should contact the sheriff or the city 
police, depending on where you live.

SOME FACTS ABOUT THE SETTLEMENT 
AND ORGANIZATION OF PERRY COUNTY 


Perry County was created by an act of the legislature of the State of 
Illinois atits fifth session held in the State Capitol building in Vandalia, 
beginning December 4, 1826 and ending February 19, 1827. The act was 
approved January 29, 1827 by Ninian Edwards, Governor. 

The first appointed office holder in the county was Humphrey B. 
Jones. Mr Jones was appointed Clerk of the Circuit Court on February 
19, 1827 by T.W. Smith, Associate Judge of the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Jones' first responsibility was to call and hold an election in the County 
of Perry. Election was to elect three County Commissioners, a Sheriff, 
and a Coroner. 

Elected County Commissioners were John R. Hutchings, David H. 
Mead, and Elijah Wells; Joseph Wells, Sheriff; and Amos Anderson, 
Coroner. All elected officials were sworn in June 4, 1827. Their first act 
was to appoint Humphrey B. Jones, County Clerk and Daniel Dry, 
County Treasurer. Governor Ninian Edwards then appointed Humphrey 
B. Jones as Recorder in Perry County. This completed the organization 
of the new county. 

The County Commissioners appointed a three (3) man committee to 
select asite for a County Courthouse. The committee recommended that 
the best site would be the east half of the northwest quarter of Section 
24 in Township 5, Range 3 containing 80 acres. The Board accepted the 
recommendation. The site of 80 acres was purchased for $100.00 and 20 
acres was to be surveyed in tracts and lots, streets and alleys with a 
public square. The original plat of Pinckneyville was executed July 21, 
1829 and recorded in the Office of Recorder in Deed Record A on page 39 
where by under this act of the Legislature creating the County, it was 
provided the county seat should be named Pinckneyville. 

A public sale of lots was ordered and in early 1828, 24 lots were sold 
for $1,223.28 for an average of $50.95 each.

The first Courthouse was built on the southeast corner of Lot 32 
in the Original Survey of Pinckneyville. This is where the Law Office 
of Hohlt, House, DeMoss and Johnson is located. This building was 
completed September, 1828. Adjoining the Courthouse was an 
enclosure for penning up stray horses, cows, hogs and anything 
caught running loose. 
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The second Courthouse was completed in the fall of 1837. It was 
a two story building built where the present Courthouse stands, 
taking two years for construction and a cost of $1,765.00. Several 
protests were heard due to the excessive cost to the taxpayer. 

The third Courthouse was completed December 3, 1850 at a cost 
of $7,500.00. The Courthouse was again remodeled and added to at 
a cost of $9,742.00. This was completed on April 10, 1887. 

The present Courthouse was added to and remodeled again in 
1938. This time the cost was $52,754.00. 

Adding all these figures together, the Courthouse in Perry 
County has only cost the local people $71,761.00. 


PERRY COUNTY FAIR 


In 1993 the Perry County Fair marked its 137th year, making it 
the oldest continuous fair in the State of Illinois. It is held in June 
and features Miss and Little Miss Perry County Beauty Pageant, 4- 
H judging and action, thoroughbred Horse Racing, western horse 
show, farm and homecrafts and exhibits, demolition derby, horseshoe 
pitching, and horse and tractor pulls, capped by a gigantic fireworks 
display the last night. For plenty of home grown, down-home fun 
don't miss the Perry County Fair. 

The fair was organized in 1856 and held around the Courthouse. 
In 1862 some ground was leased to the association which they later 
bought. The fair has been held at this location ever since. Now 
known as the Perry County Agricultural Society, present members 
are Tom Garner, Frank Bigham, Kenny Heape, Carol Millikin, Don 
Thomas, Doug Valentine. 


"MARDI-GRAS" 


The last Saturday of October, Pinckneyville celebrates Halloween 
with a gala celebration complete with a street fair, antique car shows 
and a large parade including bands, floats, gala costumes and pretty 
girls. Large crowds attend each year as people come from all over 
Southern Illinois to take part. This past year marked the 71st 
anniversary of the event. Each year, the event is closed with the 
crowning of thenew queen. The Pinckneyville Chamber of Commerce 
sponsors the celebration. 


THRESHERMAN'S 


Step back in time the third week of August, when the Pinckneyville 
Fairgrounds come alive with steam engines, old tractors, threshers, 
saws, veneering machines, antiques, novelty stands, and what- 
have-you, including a large exhibit of antique cars. For an enjoyable 
time and taste of yesteryear, you must attend. 
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DU QUOIN STATE FAIRGROUNDS 


After being operated for years by the founding Hayes family, and 
briefly by the Jabr family, the fairgrounds were purchased by the 
State of Illinois in 1986, making it at last the Du Quoin "State" 
Fairgrounds. 

State officials have worked hard to give the fair anew image and 
also make the grounds more accessible to the public, as they were 
years ago. A wide range of events is now scheduled annually to 
further utilize the scenic 1,400 acre fairground complex throughout 
the spring, summer and autumn seasons. 

The Shriners’ Circus in May, the Street Machine Nationals in 
June, AMA motorcycle races in July, and the Du Quoin State Fair in 
August-September, annually bring several hundred thousand visitors 
into the county. 

Traditionally ending on Labor Day, the Fair features Grand 
Circuit Harness Racing, World Trotting Derby, stock and sprint car 
racing, giant midway, hundreds of exhibits and livestock show, and 
top flight evening entertainment. Recent headliners at the fair 
include, Alabama, New Kids on The Block, Ricky Van Shelton, Reba 
McIntyre, Garth Brooks, and many more. 

In addition, regular flea markets, Vietnam Veterans gathering, 
national camping conventions, national water-ski competitions and 
cardboard boat regattas have been held at the fairgrounds. 


CHRISTMAS STROLL 


Du Quoin's annual "Christmas Stroll" in early December has 
become a major tourist attraction. With no personal gain or reward, 
Main Street residents agreed to participate, lavishly decorating 
their homes and lawns for the holiday season. Live nativity scenes, 
horse drawn carriage rides, and groups of carolers are features of the 
Stroll. Visitors "stroll" down East Main Street, enjoying the beautiful 
lights, music, and decorations, an experience guaranteed to put you 
in the Christmas Spirit. Initiated in 1988 under the leadership of 
Francie Morgan, the Stroll has grown annually and attracts several 
thousand from the Bi-State area. It is now an official promotion of 
the Du Quoin Tourism Commission and The Du Quoin Retail 
Merchants. Associated events are Festival of Trees, Hanging of the 
Green, and Gingerbread House Contest. 
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OTHER COMMUNITY HAPPENINGS 


In some of the smaller communities of Perry County, a series of 
outdoor gatherings in late summer offers a chance to meet some old 
friends and sample some good home cooking. The ist Thursday in 
Augustis the Swanwick Picnic. This event annually attracts several 
hundred people. Cutler has an annual chicken fry and horse show, 
and Willisville has a city sponsored picnic, as well as an annual 
spaghetti supper at St. Joseph's Parish Church. Games, contests, 
and toe-tapping county music are features of all these events. 

In 1993 Tamaroa sponsored their first annual homecoming for 
the village, complete with games, music, and aking - queen contest. 
The event was a huge success and promises to grow each year. In 
addition, the village has purchased the old 102 High School property 
and turned it into a community park, complete with picnic pavilions, 
ball diamonds, and tennis courts.
